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SOME DRAKE FAMILY HISTORY (Part 4) 


For those interested in Drake genealogy, the following information appears in the Drake Family Bible. These records 
were copied from the Bible in her possession on June 10, 1936 by Dorothy Chester Flerkenratt (Mrs. Richard 
Milton Herkenratt), a member of the Rice County Historical Society, the Rice County Genealogical Society, the 
Minnesota Historical Society, the Minnesota Genealogical Society, the New England Historic Genealogical Society, 
and a compiler of records for the Herkenratt/Drake and Chester/Orr family lines. 

HISTORY 

This copy of the Bible has been in possession of the Drake family or descendants since the early 1700s. The story 
which has come down in the family states that during the Revolutionary War a Drake ancestor was in the habit of 
reading a few lines from this Bible at each meal. One day as the Bible lay open on the table during dinner, a band of 
British soldiers came in on a foraging expedition. A servant, hearing the soldiers coming, hurriedly took the meat 
from the table and hid it in the basement. The soldiers peered into the iron kettles hanging at the open fire and, 
finding no meat but “eyes on the broth,” were so angered, that one drew his sword and with one blow cut the Bible 
in half. 


According to family tradition, the eldest surviving son in each generation, upon the death of the owner, was to 
inherit the Bible. In due course the Bible came into the possession of Dorothy Chester Herkenratt and her husband 
Richard Milton Herkenratt. The chain of possession was as follows: 

Joseph Drake b. 1717 (original owner) (wife: Charity ? [possibly Rodman]) 

Joseph Rodman Drake b. 1762 (wife: Nancy Butler) 

Joseph Drake b. 1793 (wife: Ruth Bon) 

Edwin Sumner Drake b. 1828 (wife: Martha Clark) 

Arthur Irvin Drake b. 1854 (wife: Ida Sarah Smith) 

Neil Wayne Drake (only child) died without issue (wife: ( Louise Wright) 

The Bible then passed into possession of Dorothy Chester Herkenratt and Richard Milton Herkenratt. 

This had been at the request of Neil Wayne Drake who specified that the Drake Bible should be given to 
Richard if the MN Historical Society was not interested in its preservation. They were not, and it was 
returned to the family via Louise Wright Drake who entrusted it to Grace Whittier, daughter of Amoret 
Drake Whittier. Grace in turn placed it in the care of Dorothy Chester Herkenratt, the wife of Richard 
Herkenratt, for their family as Neil Wayne Drake had requested.

He shipped from 
Plymouth, England as a stowaway and landed at New Amsterdam. He had tried to join his brothers Bampfylde and 
Francis who had come to America earlier, going to Virginia.

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SOME DRAKE HISTORY CONFIRMED IN CASCADE MILL ACCOUNT BOOK 

This account book helps confirm what family histoiy tells of the difficulties the Drakes encountered 
when they purchased the mill in Granville, Minnesota [which the family always referred to as the 
Cascade Mill]. A scrapbook made from the account book shows the following on the face page [which 
had no clippings pasted on it]: 

Granville Minnesota Sept 1, 1881 E. S. Drake & Son A. I. Drake, Accountant. 

The first page reads: 


Granville Minn., Sept 1, 1881. 


Commenced Business this day with the following Resources. 

Granville Mill and farm of 220 Acres with 3 houses $20,000. 

Wheat in Stack 600 bu. @$1.00 600. 

Edwin S. Drake and A. I. Drake are to cany on the 

business as partners and A. I. Drake is to put in Cash 230. 

and is to have money for his support to amount to $80. 

a year, and Board _ 


$20,830. 


Liabilities 

We owe as follows 

For our Note given this day for One yar to J. N. Bill and 
Signed only by E. S. and J. E. Drake with Interest at 8% 
per annum $ 3,000.

Nothing more can be read as page 2 has materials pasted over the entire page, as do subsequent pages. 
However, the last page, page 96, is only partially covered with clippings and bears the date May 2, 1882. 
So at the opening of the venture it would appear only $3,000 was owed to a J. N. Bill. 


The only other Cascade Mill item possessed by the family is the large brass key used to open the mill. 

It would appear that later the mill fell on hard times and family lore says it was due to this and other 
milling ventures that the Drakes lost their lands in Northfield Twp. It would take further research to 
find when the lands in Northfield Twp. (Rice County), Dakota and Goodhue counties were lost and 
how much had been borrowed against them.

Name Finding Tips from Family Tree Magazine 

The August 2006 issue of Family Tree Magazine has some tips for finding names on the internet. 1) For 
instance, stop scanning a wordy Web page for your ancestor’s name and instead, simultaneously hold 
down the Control key (on a Mac, use the Command or "Apple” key) and the F key to open the Find 
window, then lype in the name you are looking for. 2) If on a Web page using the Google Toolbar, click 
on a search term'in the toolbar and you jump to the first occurrence; click again to go the next one. 3) 
For a Bookmark site that merits a quick return visit: in Internet Explorer, once you arrive at the desired 
site, go to the Favorites menu and select Add to Favorites (in Firefox, pick Bookmark This Page). 
Organize Favorites lets you group URLs in folders for smoother surfing. 4) Most browsers store recently 
visited URLs in a folder, so to find a site you happened to find earlier, click the History button (in 
Internet Explorer) to open a window with the links. You can also search for a term in the site’s title, 
URL or text.

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PLEASE TREAT YOUR ANCESTORS’ GRAVESTONES WITH CARE 


The other day some of my friends and I were talking about trips to visit, record and photograph some of 
our ancestors’ gravestones both in local and out-of-the-area cemeteries. As we discussed some of the 
problems in securing good sharp images of engravings on the stones, I was discussing the use of 
mirrors to enhance the contrast of the engravings as well as going at a tim e when the sun angle was at 
the best to bring out the lettering and other engravings. To my surprise, none had heard of using 
mirrors, and, to my horror, some were talking about how they used full-strength bleach and stiff- 
bristled brushes to remove dirt and lichen growth, never once thinking of the damage being done to the 
stone itself. One person even suggested putting black paint in the lettering for contrast! So I thought 
if these practices were universal with resulting damage to the stones, maybe it would be a good idea to 
do an article on what to do and what not to do to enhance lettering when photographing our 
monuments. 

Stones made of granite or marble are usually very easily photographed if one is careful to 1) take the 
photo on an overcast day, 2) wait until the angle of the sun is “just right” to create a contrast to a 
polished surface, or 3) use a mirror or series of mirrors to cast light on shaded or north-facing 
inscriptions. 

However, it can be difficult to work with a gravestone set flat on the ground as over time dirt and/or 
lichens can obscure lettering. I would suggest using a soft-bristled brush or whisk broom to remove 
loose dirt and debris, but if lichens are more firmly attached, it may be necessary to use a block of 
styrofoam to rub across the surface of the stone to loosen them before brushing them away from the 
surface. The styrofoam shouldn’t scratch or degrade the surface even if the stone is somewhat porous. 
If there still is not enough contrast to take a sharp photo, you could try the following: spray water on 
the stone to see if that will enhance the lettering and, if that does not produce enough contrast, see if 
there is some loose soil which can be sprinkled on the stone, then, with care, see if you can get the dirt 
into the inscription, then carefully wipe off the surface. When you have finished taking your photos, 
you should flush the dirt from the stone. There should be no damage as the same items, rain, dirt and 
dust, are provided by Mother Nature. 

*- 

Many of our family gravestones are four-sided and it can be hard to secure good photos of all four sides 
on the same outing since only one or two sides will be illuminated enough for a good photo, the rest 
being cast in a shadow of the monument or by trees or shrubs. An overcast day may allow all sides of 
the monument to be photographed, but if shadows are a problem, try using mirrors. If you position tire 
mirrors to reflect light against the stone, generally the lettering will be highlighted sufficiently to make a 
good sharp photo. It may be necessary to position and reposition the mirror or mirrors to achieve the 
correct angle to provide the greatest contrast. 

Some older stones made of marble, sandstone or limestone may be unreadable because of weathering, 
and no amount of care will ever make them readable again. It is best to take a photo and just record 
what is readable rather than take a chance on trying to enhance the lettering and damaging the stone. 
While some use cleaning agents containing acid or a caustic substance, these can "eat away” the stone 
and any residue left can hasten the degradation of the stone. Even using a brush might be too 
damaging if used on a porous marker. Some markers are also made of metal, and on these, no harsh 
chemicals or cleaning agents should ever be used as they can eat away at the metal. This is why I 
recommend the water and dirt method or use of mirrors to enhance lettering on difficult to read stones 
and markers. And always, always leave the marker as clean or cleaner then when you came to 
photograph it. If photographing a broken stone or monument, if possible, place the broken pieces 
together before taking the photo, but in no case should you move pieces if more damage or breakage 
could possibly occur. And if you are planning to visit a private cemetery, be sure to secure permission 
before even entering the premises, and if you are trying to locate a family gravesite, such as a 
“homestead” burial, be sure to seek the permission of the current owner of the property' before hunting. 
He/she might even be able to tell you exactly where to look. 

Some types of materials used over the years for markers: wood (generally completely rotted away), slate, 
fieldstone, sandstone, hard marble, soft white marble (many of our older family stones were made from 
this and now have weathered to be nearly unreadable), gray granite (used by my great-grandparents, 
grandparents and parents), pink granite (popular in the 1940’s), cement, iron, zinc and bronze. Please 
research the best methods of “cleaning” and “restoring” your family’s grave markers before doing 
anything which will destroy the records for the generations to come. Some of my ancestors’ markers in 
Canada were repositioned after the gravesites were washed away by high water, but at least they were 
preserved! Dorothy Chester Herkenratt

Twp., Rice Co., MN), Henry D. (b. 1856/57), Alice Elizabeth (b. 2 Mar. 1858 Wheeling Twp., Rice Co., MN), 
Lina J. (b. 1860/61) & Katheryn (Kitt) (b. 1865/66). Samuel Covert and Alice Covert Swartwoudt 
had no issue. However, the others had from one to seven children. The A. Jackson and Lina J. 
Stauffer family moved to Spokane, WA and the Gustavus D. and Katheryn (Kitt) Shake family to 
Idaho. Elizabeth Covert Malloy said the Bible went West with the Shake family and the last she 
knew it was with a Robiny Case in MO and had come down from the Coverts to the Shakes to the 
Ritcheys and then to the Case family who apparently are not Covert descendants. Letters sent to 
Robiny Case are neither answered nor returned as undelivered. Would any of the other Covert family 
descendants have a copy of these records? Need to verify/document Covert line. 

It is especially important to secure this information soon as Elizabeth Covert Malloy, now 82 
and in poor health, is anxious for me to complete and verify the Covert Family History so she 
can review it with her family before her death.
